court. The consul’s letter was a surprise, | 
as throughout the negotiations arising from | 
the parish prison affair he had shown 
' guch good sense, and had been so conservative 
‘The grand jury returned the letter to Signor 
. Corte with a simple declaration that it thought 
° §t against ite dignity to reply to it, but the com- 
. gnittee of fifty responded with a long explana- 
- tion of what it had done. 

Largely in consequence of this trouble, and 

also in answer to his own request, Signor 

_ Corte was summoned home by the Italian gov- 
ernment this week to give a full account of the 
situation here. He made several remarkable 
@tatements before departing, declaring among 
other things that, after the lynching of the 
prisoners, a number of Italians had called at 
his house and declared their intention 
to be revenged by the assassination of the 
ynayor, Parkerson and Wickliffe, whom they 
regarded as responsible for the massacre, and 
by the blowing up of the Pickwi¢k Club; and 
_that it was only when he threatened to de- 
“mounce to the police the men who proposed 
this revenge that he could induce them to 
@bandon their idea. 

Before departing Signor Corte called the 
leading Italians of this city before him, end 
advised them to pursue a conservative and 
mnoderate course, which wonld quiet the mce 
feelings and prejudices now existing here. He 
announced further that he hoped to be able 
to raise enough money in Italy to establish an 
Italo-American bank in New Orleans. Signor 
Corte expects to return here in a few months, 

The city school board has determined to 
close the public schools on May 29th, a month 
earlier than usual, on account of lack of funds.

KOLB’S EXPENDITURES. 


The Subject Becomes a Topic of Partisan 
Debate, end Fereus Kath into te Mace 
for the Governorship. _ 3 : 


Montreomzry, Ala., May 15.—{Special.]— 
Ever since the publication of the report. of 
Examiner Reeves on the accounts of Commis- 
sioner Kolb, very heated discussion has been 
going on in the state press over the re 
many taking the side of Commissioner db, 
while others regard the document as damaging 
to his official character. The Alliance Herald, 
which has been charging that the. report was 
partisan, and gotten up for the purpose of kill- 
ing off the commissioner, thus striking asevere 
blow at the alliance,today charges that the ev- 
idence of Professor Lupton, of the Agricultaral 
and Mechanical college, who traveled over the 
state a great deal with Commussioner Kolb, 
conducting farmers’ institutes, whose testi- 
mony was taken at length and sworn to before 
Examiner Reeves, was suppressed. 

“This testimony,” says The Alliance Her- 
ald, “explained several matters that 
in doubt, and was through- 
out very favorable to Commissioner Kolb. 
Is it possible that Colonel Reeves gsup- 
pressed testimony in the matter? It looks 
that way. It is certain that Professor Lupton’s 
testimony was taken down in writing and 
sworn to before Colonel Reeves. Why did it 
notaccompany the report? An ex parte ex- 
amination is unfairenough, but to not only 
conduct it ex parte but also to report ex parte 
is still worse. Why are these things thusly?” 

The Herald also publishes the itemized -ex- 
pense account of Examiner Reeves while en- 
gaged in the examination of Kolb’s account, 
and declares that the governor paid money out 
of the state’s treasury to the examiner without 
authority of law. It also charges that Exam- 
iner Reeves’s expense account shows that the 
examiner expended money at Glasgow, Ky,, 
when the hotel register showed that he was in 
this city on the date that the charge is made 
for meals in that place. The campaign for 
1892 for the governorship may now be regarded 
as fairly on, and it promises to be oné of the 
most bitter, vindictive and personal in the his- 
tory of the state.

“An ocean into tempest tossed

Verily, we are a generation slow of understand- 
ing, however glib-of tongue. 

We are now in less than a decade of the twen- 
tieth century after Christ,and we are still judging 
one another in respect to meats and drinks and 
Sabbaths and holidays. 

There is even an organized Christian church 
of Seventh-Day Adventists that observe thé 
literal Sabbath and cling to the doc- 
trine of a speedy personal advent of the Son 
of God. For the Sabbath, as the blessed Ohrist 


deavor to befairly observant of its sacredhess. 

Let us steer clear alike of continental and Pu- 
ritanic methods. For the frivolity of the former 
and the vinegarish savor of the latter are both to 
be deprecated. 


Byron lacked, as has been often said, “a high 
moral purpose” in his poetry. He was in some 
sort the inheritor of bad blood, and his maternal 
training was just ofa kind to render him morose 
and attimes intensely misanthropic. Think of 
a mother that would reproach her son for his 
hereditary lameness. The only glimpse of sun- 
shine in his boy-life was his ilove 
for Mary Chaworth, and even this 
was of.a questionable character. After a brief 
and somewhat inglorious parliamentary career 
he started on a Childe Harold pilgrimage, from } 
‘which he never returned. At Missolonghi, 
«whither he had gone to aid in the struggle for 
Greek liberty, he passed away, leaving these lines 
as a legacy for future generations: 

“My life is in the sere and yellow leaf, 
The fruits, the flowers are gone; 

‘The worms, the cankers and the grief 
Are mine alone.”’ 

This refrain—vanitas vanitatum—which per- 
_vades much of his best writing is one of the sad- 
‘dest strains in English poetry. 

How different the ending of the life of Charles 
Wesley, who wrote “Jesus Loverof My Soul,” as 
follows: 

‘‘In age amd feebleness extreme 
Who can a helpless worm redeem? 

* * * - eS 1s 7 * . * 
Fain would I catch a smile from thee 
And drop into eternity.’’ 

What.a medley of impurities, we are tempted to 
say vulgarities, are found in Don Juan, inter- 
mingled with imperial flights that would make 
the reputation of a dozen poets. What an heroic 
outburst. 

“The isles of Greece, the isles of Greece,’’ 
in close connection with the liaison of the way- 
ward Don with Haidee and other like Aspasias of 
his prurient family. 

Pollock’s tribute to the genius of Byronis one 
of the best things in “The Course of Time,” but it 
is open to the scathing criticism of George Eliot 
in her review of Dr. Young’s “‘Night Thoughts,”’ 
itecif not without a modicum of merit, and yet in 
the main the most platitadinous praduet of the 
British muse. 

Poor Byron! we speak it inno patronizing mood, 
for he was a wonderful poet, but like Shelley and 
others of his school, he lacked, as we said, a great 
moral purpose, and, therefore, his life was a 
failure, and his destiny a matter for tears and 
lamentations. 

The action of the recent southern Baptist con-

He Predicts that the End of the World Is | 


Close at Hand, and Warns the People 


to Be Ready for the Day. — ie

Following the predictions as to the second . 
coming of Christ, which have been published 


throughout the world recently, Dr. E.. R. 


Carswell’s sermon on that subject last Sunday 
has created much comment. | 

Dr. Carswell is a man of advanced thought, 
and has given this subject much study. He 
does not claim to know definitely the exact 
date of the millernium, bat predicts that all 
indications go to show it will be nearin the 
future. |

asked him for his views on the subject. The 
doctor said:

my sermon last Lord’s day calls for a brief 
statement, ex cathedra, which I am glad to - 
make. 
_ “You justly stated that I specified nodate as 
to the precise time when our Lord should ap- 


“On what do you base your conclusions con- 
cerning these predictions?” 

Here the doctor entered into quite a discus- 
sion of the subject, the substance of which is 
given below: 

Having shown that the prophecies are all 
fulfilled, only fragments of the last few remain- 
ing to be translated into history, and having 
demonstrated that the Jeading “signs” already

He “gets 
there’ as quick as a ‘flash, -howéver, and by 
leaning to the right keeps his own head out.of 
danger. His incessant feinting with head, 
hands and feet is sufficient to keep a not over- 
confident opponent in a state of nervous 
trepidation, and in addition wear him out by 
continued stepping back and dodging from 
imaginary blows.

I uster 
think it was wrong for the Presbyterians to 
think their church better than the Baptist or 
vice versa, but I’ve changed my notions. 

Teach the youths that thier church is better 
than any other church, any other society and 
that the least departure is dangerous, because 
there is no end to them. 

Stick to the old church, to the old preachers, 
and get back to old-time ways.as soon as you 
can, or the country will be lost.

TWO YEARS WITH PERSIAN PEOPLE. 


Some of the Things an Atlanta 
Lady Saw and Learned. 


‘The most interesting talk I have ever had 
with any traveler in foreign lands was one 
morning this week, when I asked Miss 
Roberts to tell me all she knew about Per- 
sia, 
' “All I know,” she said, “why, that would 
-filla book. I went asa missionary to Persia 

some years ago, and lived intimately with the 
people for two years. But for the failure of 
my health I should be there stil], for I am in 
love with the country, and it holds the most 
alluring of charms for me,” 

“Did you like the people and their cus- 
toms ?’’ d | 

“Yes, I liked a great deal about them, and 
the country is enchanting. The scenery is ex- 
quisite. I never saw such gorgeous wild flow- 
ers. The flowers we cultivate grow like weeds 
there. The wild tulips cover the land in early 
spring and they are gorgeous in coloring—just 
as handsome and varied as the ones we cherish 
here. Then the air issosweet with hyacinths, 
but these fare single and in onlyjone color, 
verging from pale to darkest violet. 

“‘T shall never forget a ride we took in early 
spring along the Caucasus. Above us wasa 
snow-covered ledge, and far below in the 
valley, a field of golden wheat, royally scat- 
tered with flaming poppies. The land, with its 
flowers and fruits, is one ofenchantment. The 
ladies of the Harem are very fond of flowers 
and take great pleasure in cultivating them. 
it is funny, though, that their favorite flower 

‘ghould be the stiff and rather unpleasant 
smelling marigold. These they adorn them- 
selves with, and they use the stalks for flavor- 
ing, and I assure you it’s horrid.”’ 

‘*‘What success did you find in your mission- 
ary work among the women?”’ I asked. 

A Growth Toward Civilization, 

“There is no doubt that the 
country is going toward civilization in re- 
gard to women,” she replied, ‘‘but this is 
just the dawn of light at present. Ten board- 
ing schools have been established through 
Persia, and the attending average of each is 
about seventy-five pupils a year. There are 
four hundred village schools taught by the 
graduated pupils of the boarding schools. .So 
you see that makes missionary work pretty 
widespread through the country.” 

“And what are the girls taught?” 

“The regular course we have in Armenian 
schools. The pupils are Armenian girls 
and the daughters from Persian ha- 
rems. There was never such _ virgin in 
tellecual soil as these girls bring for cultiva- 
tion. Reared in absolute snbjection and utter 

“ignorance for generations back, they come to 
us as ignorant as just born babes, and yet they 
are wonderfully clever—brilliant indeed, in 

many ways. Though they retain many of the 
superstitions of their race, they learn with an 

-avidity, and display a brilliance and 
quickness of mind which is  start- 
ling. The Armenian’ girls are the 
brightest of all. Among the high-class 

_Mussulmans there are men whose ] ng and 

-brilliancy of mind are wonderful. Of course 

. the women, unti] now, have had no chance to 
‘prove themselves possessed of any save a 

“physical life. They have lived like animals, 

-pgndtheir absolute subjection is incredible. 

Among the working classes the women do all 
the hard labor. The men are cooks, and they 

“hold the places occupied in ovr country by 
chambermaids. The women attend to the 
cows and do all the field labor. 

Persian Gallantry. 

“One of our missionaries, as he sat chatting 
with some men, observed the women in the 
field bending their backs to chop with uncom- 

fortable, short little hoes. 

' “Why don’t you go and do that hoeing for 

those women ?’ asked the missionary. 

** “Because it hurts our backs,’ one replied. 

* ‘But doesn’t it hurt the women’s backs?’ 

“ ‘Oh, no,’ with a careless shrug of the 
shoulders, ‘they are used to it.’ 

“That is an instance of Persian gallantry 
among the laborers. Now, here is a sample 
of the high-life point of view on the woman 
subject. Our missionary physician was 
physician to the crown prince. He called on 
the latter one day toask leave of absence to 
fake his wife to England. 

* ““ *Why should she go?’ asked his highness. 

“‘She is ill, your grace, and will die if I 
don’t take her where she can have surgical 
treatment.’ 

***Die!’ replied the prince, lightly, ‘why, if 
she does you needn’t bother over it; you can 
get plenty more wives here.’ 

“The physician knew it was useless to ex- 
plain to the man with many spouses the par- 
ticular value of one woman above any others, 
but the prince kindly allowed him to depart 
mpon this seemingly unnecessary journey.” 

"What," I asked, ‘‘do you think of this wife 
question in regard to missionary work ?’’ 
‘Unmarried Women Disgraced. 

“I donot think much canbe done in this 

_ Matter just yet,” she said. ‘You see the high 
class women are utterly incapable of making 
their own living. Then an unmarried woman 

in Persia is considered disgraced, and would 
be shunned by everyone. I think, therefore, 


that the first thing to be doné is to educate the 


~ women to develop and cultivate their minds. 
- ‘When this is done’ they can break loose from 
the shackles. , 
“One of the first steps towards the advanco- 
- ment of women in Persia isto give them the 
- feligious advantages and training of 
_  Q@hristian women. No Persian woman is 
- allowed to worship in a mosque, and even the 
_  i&emenians, who claim to have received Christi- 
- anity from St. Thomas, will allow their women 
~ fo enter the church only when they are mat-

“Tell me something of the Mohammedan re- 
ligion ?” I asked. | 

‘Well, you know it is divided into two 
sects—the Turks, who worship Mohammed 
direct, and the Persians, who worship his son- 
in-law, Ali, and’ his two sons, Hasan and 
Hosein. These twosons were killed by the 
Turks at Bagdad. To commemorate the woes 


| of these two gods, the Persians meet in the 


month of October every year, and, after ten 
days of fasting and mortification of the flesh, 
they have 4 great feast, and a play called the 
‘Moharrem,’ which very much resembles the 
Passion Play’ at Oberammergau. The 
ten days of fasting are spent in 2 religious 
frenzy," and the streets are scenes of terror. 
Processions of religious fanatics, headed by 
the molahs or priests, march through the 
streets. Each man hasa chain with a steel 
ball full of sharp spikes. This he throws 
against the bare back of the manin front of 
him and with his other hand sticks his own 
forehead with a sharp knife. Imagine the 
horrible scene. The wild creatures with their 
long white garments and turbans reeking 
with blood, their faces distorted by suffering, 
seem, and really are for the time, ma- 
niacs. I saw one of these pro- 
cessions, and the impression was the 
most horrible I have experienced. The wild 
creatures believe that byjthis fearful mutila- 
tion of themselves they will gain 1,000 years in 
paradise. The custom is now nearly done 
away with, Iam glad tosay. The shah, whom 


_I greatly admire for his broad-minded liberality 


and good sense, had long forbidden these pro- 
cessions without avail. Four years ago he posted 
horsemen all over the country with messages 


to the people, saying that Ali had come to him 


in a dream and said that the woes of Hasan 
and Hosein had now been sufficiently avenged 
and that he wished no more human suffering 
on the account of his sons, that in fact he 
was tired of such bloody riots and wanted his 
worshipers to stop them. What commands 
had failed to accomplish superstition won, and 
they have not many such wild processions 
since. Last year the shah had a similar dream 
and this effectually stopped the wildest fa- 
natics in their mad behavior.”’

The Fat Women of the Harem. 

‘I’ve really forgotten her name. She isn’t 
a legitimate wife. She is very fat and not at 
all pretty. A woman is admired and valued, 
however, by her weight in that country. I 
had the privilege of seeing the favorite of the 


harem on one occasion when she was ill, and 


sent for our missionary physician, Dr. Mary 
Bradford. I went with her. The apartment 
weentered had many funny incongruities. 
The carvings were handsome; the hangings, 
divans, cushions and rugs delightful, rich and 
artistic, and the room was lofty and spacious. 
Now, picture in the midst of such surroundings 
a Singer sewing machine, two kitchen chairs, 
and, stuck up on the wall here and there, some 
play bills and pictures of ballet dancers— 
mementoes of the shah’s European trip. The 
fat inmate was equally incongruous in her rig. 
The dress of these women, when in their 
private apartments, is too immodestito describe 
minutely, and would seem shameful indeed 
but for the fact that men never see them 
here. This harem queen’s gowns are 
all made by Worth. The one she 
wore wlien we called was of pale pink silk; 
the very full skirt reached to her knees like a 
ballet. dancer’s, and was bordered with pink 
feather trimming. A Pessian woman is disgrace- 
fully immodest if she shows Her throat, and 
this member was swathed in beaded necklaces 
and golden bands. The only covering below 
these necklaces was a deep-jeweled girdle. 
About her head was twisted a turban of white 
tarlatan, this topped by a circle of artificial 
sunflowers, and fastened beneath the chin by 
@ pin of resplendent jewels. Upon her arms 
and hands were many superb jewels; her feet 
and legs were perfectly bare.’’

New York has just been enjoying a thorough 
novelty—an American play, by an American 
author, treating of typical American people, 
the scene laid in the south, and yet nota 
*‘war”’ play. 

That is ‘‘Alabama,” the latest production of 


Mr. Augustus Thomas, which has had a run of 
something over a month at the Madison 
Square theater, and whose success has been un- 
doubted. 

“Alabama” is out of the ordinary line of 
plays just as Taledega, the scene of the play, 
3s out of the ordidary run of towns, with which 

the people who frequent 
theaters are familiar. 
It is a pure, sweet, 
simple story of south- 
ern life, with, so far as 
I can learn, characters 
well drawn, and situa- 
tions not over-acted.. As 
_one of the most promi- 
ent critics of New 
York said in review- 
ing the production: 
““‘We have long been 

COLONEL PRESTON. weary of the slush of 
tthe theater; we have been weary of the man 
_ with the electric rose, of the gaiety girl with 
‘abbreviated skirts accordion plaited, of the 
funny man with the explosive cigar, the trick 
wig, of the songs and dances. There has 
been a surfeit of the variety stage farce-comedy, 
and a famine of clean, Whole-some comedy 
drama.” 

That “Alabama” fills the aching void there 
can be little doubt. “vr. Thomas has given a 
clear, simple play, not a great play abounding 
in stirring scenes, situations and lines, but one 
thoroughly in k,eping with the life it reveals— 
- bright, bat n’x boisterous, nothing melodra- 
matic, but with a plot interesting throughout. 

The Illwgtrated American of a recent date 
devotes 7 everal pages to an interesting descrip- 
ition of “Alabama.” It is impossible to repro- 
‘duce the whole of that aricle here, but I give 
the story in condensed shape. 

_’ The first scene is in the garden of Mrs. 
Page. In the foregronnd isthe simple farm- 
house, with the flower pot and its cheerful 
roses, the white fence along the roadway; in 
the distance a glimpse of the southern coun- 
try.

Azinepon, Va., May 16.—Each day’s devel- 
opments in the Baker-Gilmer poisoning case 
add to the now intense interest that is felt in 
it throughout this section of the state. The 
high social standing of both Dr. Baker and 
Mrs. Gilmer, the prominence of family con- 
nections in this and adjoining counties, the 
startling naturé of the charges against them, 
they prompt indictment by the grand 
jury, ‘ Dr. ’ pare 
the incriminating statemeuts made 
by Mrs. Gilmer in her confession, his 


charge of conspiracy against him, and the 


promise of still more interesting disclosures © 


at the trial, all combine to whet the public ap- 
petite for every morsel ©f news or gossip that 
can be obtained, and to array in bitter antag- 
onism the friends and enemies of the accused, 

The charges against Dr. Baker and Mrs. 
Gilmer are specific. He is accused of deliber- 
ately murdering his wife, and both are accused 
of deliberately conspiring to murder Mrs. Gil- 
mer’s husband. The object of these crimes, 
as revealed by alleged letters from Mrs. Gil- 
mer to Dr. Baker, found in Dr. Baker's old 
homestead, and as confessed by Mrs. Gilmer, 
first before a magistrate and afterwards before 
the grand jury, was to remove all obstacles to 
the inimacy existing between the doctor and 
herse)f and permit of their marriage. : 

As the details of .Mrs. Gilmer’s confession 
come to light they disclose a remarkablo state 
of domestic affairs in the two families 1n- 
volved. The Bakers and Gilmers lived but 
two and a half miles apart, their farms almost 
adjoining. Dr. Baker and Mrs. Gilmer were 
members of the same church, which, by the 
way, was erected by Dr. Baker himself on his 
own farm, forthe doctor has always been an 
enthusiastic and liberal church worker. 
Moreover, Dr. Baker was the family 
physician in the Gilmer household, 
and Mr. Gilmer had the utmost 
confidence in him. These pleasant relations 
continued, it seems, until about three years 
ago, when rumors of the doctor’s intimacy 
with Mrs. Gilmer resulted in a church investi- 
gation, the outcome of which was the con fes- 
sion of both Dr. Baker and Mrs. Gilmer, and 
their quiet withdrawal from the church. Of 
course the facts could not be kept secret from 
Mr. Gilmer, but it is said that ‘he finally for- 
gave his wife, for their children’s sake, and 
that they continued to live together in ap- 
parent harmony up to the very day of her ar- 
rest, just a week ago. 

Meanwhile, however, and shortly after the 
church investigation, according to Mrs. Gil- 
mer, she and Dr. Baker renewed their inti- 
macy. Indeed, they became more intimate 
than ever. To keep from arousing the suspi- 
cions of her husband they adopted a plan by 
which they could communicate with each 
other. It was the establishing of what was 
known to them as a postoffice,and whenever 
they desired to communicate with each otber 
they would pat a letter in this little postofiice, 
which was nothing butasmall box hid in 
an obscure place. on her  hus- 
band’s farm, and Dr. Baker’ was in the 
habit of riding by about 8 o’clock in: the 
evening,'either to desposit a letter for her or to 
receive one from her. The two were always 
very guarded about this, 50 as not to arouse 
the suspicions of her husband and neighbors, 
and .their clandestine meetings were always 
appointed at a time when her husband was 
away. After-they had resorted to this method 
of communication and seeing as much of each 
other as they had, she said the doctor com- 
plained of not having opportunities to see as 
much of her as he wanted to, and that her hus- 
band was in the way. oe 

They then concocted .and formulated a 
scheme to get rid of her husband and Dr. 
Baker’s wife. When this proposition was first 
made to her by the doctor, Mrs. Gilmer said 
she declined, but at last. was persuaded by him 


to yield. She said to the grand jury that the } : 
. doctor said: - . ee 4 


“You.must find an > pangpremsg | to give :to 
your husband a prescription that I will have 
put up for you whenever he complains of being 
unwell, I want you to give itto him.” + 

She asked him what it was. He said it 
‘would be small doses of poison, which would 
result in slow death and not arouse suspicion. 
He further said that he would kill his wife 
with strychnine and phosphoric acid, admin- 
istered under pretense of building up her 
nervous system, and thatat the proper time 
he would increase the dose till 
paralysis and kill her at a. convenient’ season. 

As tothe incriminating letters found in Dr. 
Baker’s old farmhouse, seven miles from here, 
after hé left there to engage in practice here, 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Summers hints at 
their contents, but refuses to let them be pub- 
lished prior to the trial, He has letters, he 
= from Mrs. Gilmer to Dr. Baker, signed 
“L. W.” (little wife), and letters from Dr. 
Baker to Mrs. Gilmer signed» ‘‘S. H.’’ (sweet- 
heart). He futher says that in nearly all of 
Mrs. Gilmer’s letters she speaks of carrying 
out Dr. Baker’s instructions—that is, of giving 
the “‘drops” to her husband. 

Then, again, it would look as if the doctor 
had written to her scolding her for not having 
“backbone.” She said in her statement before 
the grand jury that he got down on his knees 
in her parlor and fairly prayed to her to ad- 
minister the medicine; that he (Baker) had 
killed his wife, and she ought to fill her part 


of the contract. 


The letters purporting to be from. Mrs. 
Gilmer were found in the old Baker housein a 
crack beneath an old board. Those purporting 
to come from Mr. Baker were found in Mr. 
Gilmer’s house beneath the pdrlor carpet. 

When Dr. Baker was informed of Mrs. Gil- 
mer’s statements before the grand jury, in 
which she repeated her confession, he calmly 
replied : : : 

**Tt’s as false as h—-11.” 

He then denied all knowledge of the letters 
parposting, to have been written by him to 

rs. Gilmer,;- and- declared that the whole 
thing was a ‘‘concocted scheme.”’ : 

-}t is understood that the defense Will show 
that Dr. Baker had enemies; that long after 
the so-called letters from Mrs. Gilmer are sai 
to have been found in places. ex d to raitis, 
snow and the inclemencies of the past winter, 


and yet appear to have been written in fresl 


pencil-writing on unspotted paper, that they 
are the result of conspiracy against Dr. Baker, 
and that the animus of the prosecution ‘is 
clearly shown by the fact that Mr. Gilmer, 
vod sakes "$10, 000-dan iieoaee inst Dr.

Baker, who has a large sum of sade in the 
bank of Abingdon to his credit, and from the 
further fact that over a year ago the husband 
of Mrs Gilmer had notice of the fact of her in- 
fielity to him.

Baker’s deceased. wife, tis reported to have 
said that it was impossible for him tobelieve 


that his sister had been murdered.

One was over the body of Henry Ellison, an 
account of whose death appeared in yester- 
day’s CONSTITUTION. 

The other was over E. L. Veazey, who was 
struck by the incoming Georgia train, at 6 
o’clock yesterday morning, and died, at Ivy 
street hospital, a fow hours afterward. . 

According to evidence introduced before the 
coroner’s jury, Veazey had started to his 
place of business. He was assistant book- 
keeper at the Union Flour Mills, and had just 
passed the Boulevard on his way to the eleo- 
tric cats when the accident occurred. The 
engineer says he did not see him on the track, 
but after passing saw his heels flying up from 
a cloud of dust. He was picked up by the 
train and carried to the hospital where he was 
waited upon by physicians, but it was too late 
to do any good. 

Veazey’s wife arrived just before his death, 
and the scene was a most pathetic one. 

At the same time the mother of 
Ellison was gazing at her son’s 
dead body and declaring that he only 
slept. With dry and staring eyes she asked 
the dead man’s sister why they wept, that he 
was not dead and had already talked to her.

garter of a million of the state’s money, 


pbhandoned the experiment. Many. adverse 


reports of the state superintendants have been 
mt me. They come from ry spe. and 
Barnes, and Ivison, Blakeman & Co. and Van 
Adtwerp & Co., all of whom are interested 
parties, but are publishers of the highest re- 
epectability. The burden of all these is to 
ove that the trustees of every school 
hould have exclusive jurisdiction over 
ne Choice of their textbooks. They are all 
pposed to stgete uniformity and give substan- 
jal and overwhelming reasons for it. 
» State uniformity means a series of text- 
books prescribed by{the state authorities to be 
ed in every school. But is there any 
wood reason why an association of the promi- 
ment and leading educators in our state should 
not weet together in convention and examine, 
discuss. and select a triple or quadruple series 
ef textbooks and commend them to all the 
shools of the state, and at the same time give 
preference to southern authors and southern 
ublishers in all cases where the public serv- 
so would not suffer? There are half a dozen 
ries of arithmetics by southern authors, and 
oor more geographies, and three series of 
speliers aud readers, and several histories, and 
Hinree of English literature, to say nothing of 
Ziatin and Greek, and astronomy and the. 
higher mathematics. Would it not be choice 
enough to let the teachers or the school boards 
select from these? ‘Would it not relieve the 
boards from embarrassment and cause them to 
| that they could not make any grave mis- 
inke? I speak for myself and our school board 
when I say it would relieve uns—I had rather 
the wisdom of our Georgia teachers 
all the schoolboards in the state. One of 
the pamphlets sent me isthe very able report 
iof the superintendent of public instruction in 
the state of Virginia.

Heis very careful about 
his diet, holding that it has a powerful in- 
fluence ang the mind and its action, as well 
as upon the health and vigor of the body.

Its remote sitnation from the Savannah and 
Augusta dirt road gave it a more decided in- 
dividpality than any other house in the county: 
Its architectural features varied little from the 
uniform stateliness that is distinctive of most 


| Of the manors of the ante-bellum stamp. 


Tall, rotund and symmetrical colunims al- 
most circled the body of the house, and airy, 
spacious rooms looked out. upon 2» wide, cool 
veranda, whowe lattice framework was.almost 
becanopied with rich varieties of roses, flour- 


| ishing in tropical exuberance. 


It was an imposing building, almést en- 
sconced in a clustering grove of oaks, whose 
patriarchal forms were festooned with tangled 
masses of silvered moss, braided-into graceful 
sweeps. Apart from its adventitious attrac- 
tions, this lordly mansion has a history—wild, 
weird and ghostly. AThrilling chapters, puls- 
ing with deep, unfathomed mysteries—grue- 
some specters from the realm of shadows. 


There are today in Georgia many prominent 


people acquainted with the ronance co 

with this house, and their hearts will throb 
with instinctive horror when the following 
train of incidents revives their reminiscences of 
this house and scenes enacted there. 

The detailed story of this house, without an 
overdrawn feature—for artishudders to heighten 
terrors nature has created—is as follows, and is 
truthfully related. 

It was way backin the sixties, when the 
horizon of the future promised a speedy termi- 
nation of the lurid drama that had robbed the 
south of her best blood, and sacrificed in cruel 
and fratricidal strife myriads of her most heroic 
eons, that the old mansion wore an appearance 
of animation and gayety. The drives leading 
to the house were gay with elegant equipages, 
graced with the forms of queenly women and 
gallant young officers, wearing the confederate 
gray. 

Such scenes of gaiety seemed in striking 
contrast with scenes of bloodshed that were 
being unrolied on almost every Georgia hill, 


but the hospitable home of Mrs. C.~—, a wid- 
-owed lady, had always been brilliant with so- 


cial life, and even the dark {and lurid age of 
war could not destroy the festivities at this 


far southern home, though it subdued their 


tone. 

The young officers who were sheltered ‘be- 
neath that roof were friends: of Mrs. C.’s two 
sons, who were both in the army of Virginia 
doing valiant service, and they were either 
suffering from wounds or sickness, apd, there- 
fore, rendered unfit for the privations and 
hardships of soldier life. . 

Besides her two..sons, Mrs. C——had one 
daughter, whose history is such a memofable 
one, and so closely woven into the warp and 
woof of this story that arapid sketch of her 
would make more luminous the events in which 
she figured so prominently. . 

She was just trenchingon the domain of 
glorious womanhood, and her lithe, willowy, 
graceful form, well-poised head and piquant 
manners, all united to render her an extremely 
beautiful woman. Her features were classic 
in their regularity, and her face wore an ex- 
pression of refinement and gentleness, which 
bespoke the genteel blood coursing through 
her delicate veins. She was a study for a 
sculptor, though the bright, changing shades of 
expression that hovered on her features would 
mock the boldest strokes of chisel or brush. 
Queenly in the consciousness of the stainless 
royalty of womanhood, she maintained herself 
with a quiet dignity and stateliness becoming 


her high birthright. 


Eula C-—— had scores of suitors; men of 
wealth, men of ;refinement, men of military 
renown; but to all she preserved a studied in- 
difference of action that sat gracefally upon 
her brow. 

Lieutenant J——, a chivalrous, dashing 
young confederate officer, and her absent 
brother’s most intimate friend, would have 
sacrificed his all for one smile of encourage- 
ment from this proudly beautiful woman. 

Others were equally as ardent in the atten- 
tions paid her, only to feel the keen pangs of 
disappointment at their failure to lead her to 
talk and think of love, 

But a shift occurred in the scenery that threw 
an entirely new complexion over the events 
tramspiring in that old southern home. 

Sherman was marching through Georgia at 
the head of his myrmidons of lawless, preda- 
tory soldiery, and in his wake were only left 
melancholy ruins to mark his route.

In order to obtain the views of the min- 


isters of the city, the following letter wae 
sent to each of about twenty of the lead- 
ing ones. Several of these were out of the 
city, some were unable to reply for other 
reasons. The replies received will be read 


with great interest. 
The Questions Asked. 


The letter sent was this: 

In view of the recent discussion of the Sunday 
question, and believing that “How Should Sun- 
day Be Observed?” is one of the great@ueetions 
of the day, I take the liberty of writing you and 
making the request that you give THE CONSsTITU- 
TION, in a condensed form, your views upon this 
subject. The people generally will be interested 
in learning the views of the ministers of Atlanta, 
asto what they, the people, ought to do on Sun- 
day. The idea is to define, briefly, what a man 
ought to do, and especially what he ought not to 
do on that day. 

Below are given the views of a dosen of At- 
lanta’s best known ministers, representing five 
different denominations. 

Presiding Elder Heidt, Methodist, 

On the eve of my departure from the city, I can 
only say that the questions of what ought to be 
done and what ought not to be done on the fab- 
bath day involve so many details that it is difficult 
to answer your inquiries in this form. The chief 
thing is to invest the day with a deep sense of its 
sanctity, and men will be inclined “to keep it 
holy.”” To do this, it is necessary to lay aside. aj] 
secular employments, and especially all business 
conducted for gain, in every case, excepting works 
of mercy and charity. Jt is the “‘Lord’s Day,” and 
its proper obgervance demands a recognition of 
Him in every act. 

Ienclose a statement of the question—unfortu- 
nately abbreviated—which 1 prepared, and which 
was unanimously adopted by the North Georgia 
tonference. Sunday newspapers and beer gardens 
were also mentioned af evilé, and jargely _ respon- 
sible for the dangerdus tendencies of the times on 
yours truly, ~.
